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‘SUPPER WITH THE “STARS ”

Everyone is interested in the sort of 
dishes that appeal to film “‘stars”’ in 


Hollywood. Many of them are quite 
simple to prepare in the English kitchen, 
and are appetising and unusual. The fol- 


lowing recipes are great favourites in the 
fim world; they will be great favourites, 
too, in your own home :— 


HALIBUT STEAKS. 

Ingredients—3 slices of halibut, 1 egg, 
1 tablespoonful of flour, cracker biscuits, 
salt, pepper and parsley. 

Beat the eggs gently and crush the 
biscuits to a powder. ‘Wash and dry the 
fish and dip into seasoned flour. Cover 
with beaten egg and powdered crackers. 
Fry in hot fat until lightly browned. 
Drain well. Serve. on a folded paper 
napkin garnished with fried parsley. 

Lemon PIe. 

Ingredients—4 a lb. of puff paste, 7 ozs. 
of castor sugar, 3-eggs, 4 tablespoonfuls 
of full-cream condensed milk, 1 pint of 
water, 1 dessertspoonful of cornflour, the 
finely-grated rind of 1 lemon. 

Line a pie dish with the puff paste. 
and bake in a hot oven until three- 
quarters cooked. Dissolve the condensed 
milk in the water. Mix the cornflour to a 
smooth paste with a tablespoonful of the 
milk mixture and boil the rest. Pour 
over the cornflour paste, stirring quickly. 
Add. one ounce of the sugar, the lemon 
rind and the yolks of the eggs. Stir over 
a very low gas until the mixture thickens. 
Pour into the pie dish over the three- 
quarters baked pastry and replace in tho 
oven. Beat the whites of the eggs to a 
very stiff froth’ with the remainder of the 
sugar and pile on top of the pie. Bake 
in a moderate joven until the meringue :s 
crisp and slightly browned. 

COOKIES. 

Ingredients—2 cupfuls of flour, 1 cupful 
of sugar, 4 a cupful of butter, á of a 
cupful of milk, 1 egg, 1 heaped teaspoonful 
of baking powder. | 

Mix the butter and the sugar together 
ugtil they form a smooth, white cream. 
Sturin the milk and béat in ‘the egg. Mix 
the flour and baking powder bais and 
stir into-the rest of the ingredients. © Roll 
out the mixture—using a little more flour 
if it is not firm encugh—and stamp into 
circles. Bake until crisp in a quick oven.

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HERRINGS AT THEIR BEST AND CHEAPEST 


IE great autumn herring fishery is 
just opening. During the whole of 
October and November herrings will be at 
their best and cheapest. For that is one 
most useful habit of the herring; the 
shoals only approach the shore when in 
prime condition !

If you find the bones in herrings are 
rather a problem, and where there are 
children this is often the case, why not 
ask your fishmonger to fillet them? Have 
you realised that he will do this for you 
without any extra charge? This really is 
a point worth knowing when most of rs 
are so busy that we find it difficult to live 
on twenty-four hours a day. 


CRACKER PUDDING. 

Ingredients—4 of a lb. of shredded suet, 
1 cupful of cracker biscuit crumbs, á table- 
spoonfuls of full-cream condensed milk dis- 
solved in 3 cupfuls of water, 1 tablespoon- 
ful of sugar, 4 a teaspoonful of salt. 

Pour the diluted condensed milk over 
the cracker crumbs and leave to soak. 
When thoroughly moist mix in the suet, 
sugar, salt and then the eggs, well beaten. 
Turn into a greased pie dish and bake for 


three-quarters of an hour. Serve with 
jam. 
HoLLywoop SPECIAL. 
Ingredients—4 ozs. of rice, 4 ozs. of 


cooked ham, 1 lettuce, 
salt and pepper. 

Throw the rice into a saucepan of fast- 
boiling, salted water, and boil until tender. 
Chop the ham finely, and when the ‘rice is 
cold mix them both together and season 
well. Take off the leaves of the lettuce, 
leaving a small heart. Place this in the 
centre of a dish, pile the mixture around 
it, and arrange the lettuce leaves as a

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But if you prefer to do your own boning, 
try this Seale method. Cut off the head 
and tails, and slit down the under-side, 
using a sharp knife if you have one, but 
if not, you will find a pair of kitchen 
scissors very handy. I know this 
suggestion is unorthodox, but it’s none the 
less useful! 

Now place the fish slit side down on 
a board and press along the backbone. This 
loosens the bone effectively. Turn over and 
you will find you can lift the big bone 
quite easily, and if you are careful most of 
the small bones will come with it. 

There is no end to the delicious dishes 
that can be made with filleted herrings. 
Here are some suggestions: 

Hgrerinc AND Tomato Savoury. 

Wash and dry 2lb. of filleted herrings 
and put in a greased dish, pour in a 
cupful of milk, 
minutes. Cut three large slices of bread 
and pour the milk off the fish over them. 
When soft add three sliced tomatoes, 
pepper and salt, and beat up with a fork. 

Butter a.pie dish, put in a layer of 
herring fillets, then one of the bread 
mixture, and continae until the dish is 
full. Dot with butter and brown in the 
oven. 

Herrincs AU GRATIN, 

Put a half cupful of cooked macaroni 
at the bottom of a buttered dish and 
season with salt and pepper. Roll up the 
herring fillets, putting a slice of tomato 
in each, and pack into the dish. Add a 
tablespoonful or two of water. 

Cover with another layer of seasoned 
macaroni, then add a liberal layer of 
grated cheese. Bake in a moderate oven

T was an admirable idea of the Friends 
cf the National Collection to decide to 
hold the first reception of the Society at 
Lord Charlemont’s House—now our Muni- 
cipal Art Gallery.

Mr. Christopher Hollis, the well-known’ 


writer and. lecturer - on financial. and 


economic questions, is to visit Dublin in. 


the near future, He is the son of the 
Bishop of ‘Taunton, but became a Catholic 
twelve years ago when a student at Oxford. 

He has just given up the position of 
history . master at Stonyhurst College, 
which he has held. for ten years, to take 
up work in América. Mr. Roosevelt has 
appointed him financial’ adviser te the 
American Government,. which. is a signal 
honour for such a young man. Mr. Hollis 
has accepted a three years’ contract, and 
will spend six months of every year in the 
United States, studying and making his 


report on the géneral world problems of 


conomic and financial reconstruction. 

Although he is a teacher of history—and 
has written several biographies, as well as 
a European history+Mr. “Hollis’s chief 
interest in recent years has been economics

delivering his presidential address last night 
at the annual meeting of the Irish Centre in 
Trinity College, Dublin. 

Mr. Storey paid a tribute to the work of 
Sir John Griffith and Mr. Laurence Kettle, 
with particular reference to the recently 
approved Liffey hydro-electric scheme. He 
stressed the advantages of this scheme to 
Dublin and its ever-increasing suburbs, as not 
only assuring a reliable and essential addi- 
tional- supply of water to meet insistent 
demands, Dat also as a source of power and 
light for domestic, industrial and traction 
purposes. 

He also paid a tribute to the memory of 
André Marie Ampere, the distinguished 
French scientist, rm te work in connection 
with electricity and magnetism was well 
known, and who died at Marseilles on June 
10th, 1836. That memory was to receive 
suitable recognition next year. In 1937 would 
also be celebrated the centenary’ of 
telegraphy. . He said that their Institution 
was originally founded on 17th May, 1871, 
as the Bociety of Telegraph Engineers. 


ACHIEVEMENT 


He reviewed the early history, objects and 
accomplishments of the Institution of Elec- 
trical Engineert, especially of the Dublin 
Centre, and spoke of the debt of gratitude 
that the electrical profession and industry 
owed to the various members who had un- 
selfishly and patiently given the benefits. of 
their attainments, experience, knowledge and 
discoveries to the progress of electrical 
science and research and to engineering 
practises. 

Mr. Storey spoke of the efforts that have 
been made, not only to protect and establish 
the status of the qualified engineer, but also 
to protect the Ara from unqualified per- 
sons. and ‘stated that the work of the elec- 
trical engineer had altered and increased 
tremendously within recent years to 
scientific and industrial expansion, such ex- 
pansion demanding its contribution from the 
electrical profession, The tratisactions of the 
Irish Centre revealed thé wide scope of its 
contribution to the technical and industrial 
progress of the nation, such subjects as the 
production of power and heating from peat, 


of electric chemical works in Ireland, the 
application of electric power for traction and 
other important subjects, had received 
thorough investigation. Their great advan- 
tages had been brought prominently before 
the public and responsible authorities. 

He referred to the application of electricity 
to railway traction, i said that it was re- 
ceiving close attention as a matter of para- 
mount importance to railway engineers. 


TRAINING 


Mr, Storey, while acknowledging the great 
work of the Universities in the education and 
training of the electrical engineer, appealed 
for closer co-operation between University 
training and works experience in the training 
of young engineers. He also suggested the 
exchange of visits between students of various 
countries. It was, he said, an interesting 
fact that the present Minister for Finance 
was an electrical engineer and had contri- 
buted an informative paper to the Institution 
in the 1926-27 session on ‘ Overhead Rural 
Distribution in the Irish Free State.” 

Having complimented the Government on 
its successful efforts towards industrial pro- 
gress and economic sufficiency, he forecast 
developments that might be realised, or ex- 
ceeded, in engineering and scientific achive- 
ment,

He attributed 
this embarrassing public interest in the pro- 
bo Ad the very generous treatment of 
the delegates by the Buenos Aires Press. 


THE CSEORMY DEBATE . 
or the Congress proper, which onened on 
the 7th September, ihe Couetje tberante, 
or City Council, put, said Mr. MacCall, its 
own pacliament at their disposal.

Mr. MacCall gave an account of the pro-

did not succeed in getting through until well 
after the meeting had begun. 


A WONDERFUL THING 

In the course of his remarks when: pro- 
posing a vote of thanks to the Argentine 
Press at this final session, Mr. MacCall said 
that it was due to the Press that the Congress 
had, in the Argentine, at any rate, achieved 
its greatest good. For, by the liberal atten- 
tion given to the deliberations and dis- 
cussions of the Congress, the newspapers had 
shown to their readers that a writer was at 
least as important as a prize-fighter; and 
that, by creating in the minds of the public 
the novel motion that a discussion on 
philosophy was at least as important as a 
divorce case, they had gone a long way 
towards heiping writers to satisfy what was 
updoubtedly one of the world’s greatest needs 
to-day—a new sense of proportion. 

Mr. MacCall spoke of the many social and 
educational arrangements that had been made 
in honour of the delegates, and mentioned 
that. he had given interviews on Irish writers, 
on the characteristics of Irish literature and 
on the Irish theatre. 

It was a wonderful and a very touching 
thing to meet Irishmen and Irishwomen, 
three and four, and ever five generations 
removed from Ireland, all hungry for news 
of ireland, al still looking upon Ireland as 
“home.” and all filled with an intense love 
of Ireland. 

A vote of thanks to Mr. MacCall was pro- 
posed by Mr. D. Sears, seconded by Miss 
Dorothy Macardle, and passed unanimously. 
Speakers to the vote included Professor E.

BOLSHEVISM

LECTURE BY LORD 
FFRENCH 

Under the auspices of the Society of St. 
Vincent de Paul (St. Ciaran’s Ledginghouse 
Guild) Lord ffrench delivered an address last 
evening in the O'Connell Hall, Upper O'Con- 
nell street, on “ Russia ind Bolshevism.” 

Bolshevism, he suid, was an extraordinary 
doctrine, because it was a denial of al] things 
that relates to the spiritual life, and a belief 
that there should be no religion at all, and 
that persons shovki own no property. 
Bolshevism denied the cxistence of God. 
asserted that capitaliem stood in the place 
of God, and that religion should be wiped 
out. 
In Russia «a few of the Charches were 
allowed to remain open, and he had seen big 
congregations in some of the Churches. 
That was permitied so that people could say 
that. there was no religious persecution. 
There was no such thing as law in Russia: 


the Movies Government exercised all 
authority. 
Communism, he added, was founded on 


hatred of classes and of God. 

Sir Joseph Glynn said that Lord ffrench 
had conferred a compliment on the Guild 
of St. Gá which kept aps ite sa Ve 
bodgin of poor meu.

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BOARD TO FIX 
WAGES 


CHAIRMAN’S PLENARY 
POWERS 


—bé—— 
Tw new Agricultural Wages Bill, which 


buana 


was introduced in the Dail on the 12th 

August last, has now been circulated to 
Deputies. It consists of twenty-four sections, 
and, as its title indicates, it proposes to 
regalate the wages of agricultural workers. 
_ fo this end the Minister for Agriculture 
is empowered to divide the Free State into 
“wages districts’’ and * wages areas, ' each 
of which will be given committees. In addi- 
tion to these, there will be an Agricultural 
Wages Board. Certain functions will be dis- 
charged wy these bodies, 

For the purposes of the measure an “ agri- 
cultural worker” is defined as “a person 
employed upder a contract of service or ap- 
prenticeship, whose work under such coutract 
18, Or includes, work in agriculture, bat does 
not include a person whose werk under such 
contract is, or includes, domestic service.” 
In case of a dispute on this point, the 
Minister's decision will be final. 

“ Agriculture ” is defined as including 
dairy farming, and the use of land as grazing, 
| meadow, or pasture land, or orchard or osier 
land, or woodland or for market gardens or 
nursery grounds. 


WAGES AREAS 
Having divided the country into as many 
wages districts as he thinks proper, the 
Minister will group these districts into 


“ wages areas,’’ and make an Order declaring 
the number of members to constitute the 
committee for each area, which shall not be 
less than two for each wages district included 
in the area. After the commencement of the 
Act, the Minister may; by order, group the 
several wages distncts into as many new 
wages areas as he thinks proper. This order 
will operate on Ist January next following 
the date of the order. 

The committee of cach wages area will 
consist of the number of members specified by 
the Minister, and a chairman, who will he 
the chairman of the Wages Board. The 
ordinary members will be nominated by the 
Minister, half to be representative of agricul- 
tural employers and halt representing 
workers. Each commitice will have a 
sccretary. | . 

The Agricultural Wages Board, which will 
be a body corporate, will consist of twelve 
members—namely, the Chairman and eleven 
otLbers—tiree ‘“‘neutrai’’ members, four re- 
presenting the employers, and four repre- 
senting the workers. All of these, including 
the Chairman, will be appointed by the 
Minister. The latter two groups will be 
persons who in the opinion of the Minister 
rep resepts the employers and the workers re- 
spectively in the area. The Chairman will 
be paid such remuneration and expenses as 
the Minister, with the approval of the 
Minister for Finance shall prescribe. 


THE ORDINARY MEMBERS 


The first elever ordinary members shall 
nold office for three years and shall be 
eligible for renomination in the next nomina- 
tion year—namely, 1939, An ordinary mem- 
ber who becomes Lankrupt or ceases to reside 
in the Free State or absents himself fromm 
wcetings of the Board for six months will 
couse to be a member. 

Provision is made for the appointment of 
a secretary and other members of the stat 
of the Hoard as may be required. These will 
b; remunerated at rates te be fined by the 
Minister for Finance. 

In a section dealing with the meetings of 
tLe Board it is provided that ‘‘the chairman 
shall constitute a quorum at a meeting of the 
hoard,’ and no meeting of the Board shall be 
held unless the chairman is present. 


ABSOLUTE POWERS 
The powers of the chairman in making 
orders appear to be absolute irrespective oí 
whether the members of the Board are pre- 
sent or whether they may not concur in thc 
order. In Section 15 1t is set out that if no 
ordinary member of the board be present, 
o if only one member be present, the chair 
man is empowered to make an order; further, 
if two or more members are present and i 
they pass a resolution unanimously In iavour 
oi making au order, such order shall be 
deemed to be duly made; but in any othe: 
case the chairman shall make such order, 
aud it shall be deemed to be duly made. 
The Board shall, as soon as may be after 
the commencement of this Act and thereafter 
from time to time ag they think proper, by 
orde~ fix, in respect of each wages district, 
the minimum rates of wages for agricultural 
workers for time work, and may, if and so 
far as they thmk it necessary, fix. in respect 
of such district, the minimum rates of wages 
for agricultural workers for piece work, 

Any mmimam rates fixed by the Board in 
respect of a wages district may be so fixed 
as to apply universally to such district or to 
any special class of agricultural workers or 
to any special urea in such district or to any 
special ¢lass in a spectral area, subject in each 
case to any exceptions which may be made 
for employment of any special character and 
so as to vary according as the employment 
is for a day. week, mouth, or other period, 
or according fo the number of Working hours 
or thé conditions of the employment, or so as 
fó provide for a differential rate im the case 


of overtime 
BENEFITS ) 


Any order made by the Boaid may define 
the benefits or advantages (not being benefits 
or ad¥antages prohibited by law) which may 
be et as payment of .wages in lieu of 
payment in cash and the value at which they 
are to be reckoned. 

An order madé by the Board under this 
section may relate to any number of wages 
distriets and may contain different provimeons 
in relation to difierent such districts 

Before making an order the Board shall 
serve notice on the local district or area com- 
mittees affected, and these committees are en- 
titled; within two months, to make recom- 
mendations with regard to the rates pro 
posed. If such recommendations are made 
the ‘Board will be required to take these 
into consideration before making their order. 
Similar conditions will apply in the making 
of an amending order. 

Exemption from the minimum rate may be 
given in the case of a person suffering from 
physical infirmity. 


EMPLOYERS’ LIABILITY 


~ An employer who fails to pay the pre- 
scribed namimum wage is made liable to a 
fine of £20, or in the case of a continuing 
offence a fine of ÉÍ per day. In case of pro- 
ceedings against any person, the Court may. 
whether there 1s a conviction or not, if satis- 
fied that the employer has failed to pay the 
minimum to any other person employed by 
him, order the payment of the amount of 
the difference between the amount paid and 
the prescribed mmmimum. Any agreement for 
payment of wages in contravention of the 
Act shall be void. 

Officers of the Board may require the pro- 
duction of pay-+sheets and other documenta, 
remises for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing whether the Act is being complied with, 
and require agricultural workers to give in- 
formation with regard to the wages paid to 
them.

EFERENCE to the progress of trade 
R and industry in the Free State 
Northern Ireland was made by speakers 
at the annual dinner of the Society of In- 
corporated Accountants in Ireland, which 
was held at the Royal Hibermian Hotel, 
Dublin, last night. —

sident, propused the toast, ' Prosperity to 
Ireland,” He said that the business com- 
munity in the North of Ireland, with its usual 
energy and initiative, was taking full advan- 
tage of the improved conditions which were 
being experienced in common with Great 
Britain. i 
In regard to the Free State, the policy oi 
the Government now was bearing fruit in 
that many new industries had been firmly 
established, the number of existing ones 
augmented, and very many concerns, which 
operated as pranches of cross-Channel com- 
sanies, had now been registered as Irish 
ha State public or private companies. It 
wak great satisfaction to accountants to 
engaged in constructive work of that nature. 


THE NEW CONCERNS 


It was too much to hope or expect that 
all the new concerns would be successful— 
some of them might not take firm root, 
others would fail to earn profits, or would 
fall out of the running for lack of experience 
and good management, but, as far as he was 
able to judge, the large proportion would 
succeed in fulfilling the expectations formed 
at their inception. Naturally the greatest 
expansion had taken place in these industries 
which produced every-day necessaries, and 
here they might expect a reduction in prices, 
compared with those which the consumer had 
paid for many years past. That applied also 
in a limited degree to certain commodities 
which were — subject to heavy duties, 
but were now being manufactured in incréas- 
ing quantities in the country. 

Without agriculture, however, they could 
not at present or, perhaps, ever expect pro- 
sperity for the country, and they were glad, 
thereíore, that the farmer was in a fair way 
to recover at least part of the ground that 
was lost some years ago. They a that 
he would not only come out on the right 
side, but be assured of a fair return for the 
use he made of the land, 


PROGRESS 


“In my opinion, I think that we have 
every reason to be satisfied with the progress 
that has been made, provided that there 
is no relaxation of effort on the part of 
everyone who is concerned in the trade and 
industry of the country. 

Mr. John O'Neill, president of the Dublin 
Chamber of Commerce, who responded, said 
that industry in the Free State to-day had 
no grievance. There was no cause for 
grievance against the Government, because 
every department was always willing to assist 
those who wanted to carry on industry and 
trade. 

“ We are not moving too fast; nothing can 
be done too quickly to find work for those 
who need it,” he said. 

Continuing, Mr. O'Neill spoke of the pro- 
gress that had been made in towns which five 
year ago had been virtually derelict. 

“Some people,” he said, “say that it 
will not last. I say it will last. The 1m- 
possible has been done. We were supposed 
t» have no talent for industry, and that we 
were making only experiments, I say that 
we were not experimenting: There is in- 
telligence and brains and energy im our 
workerg when it is properly directed.”’

NO INTERVENTION 


The Times observes in a leading article 
to-day:—In the House of Commons yes- 
terday Mr. Eden confined himself—as was 
inevitable—to the question of Spain, which 
had been put on the Order Paper by the 
Opposition, and was, indeed, the whole 
occasion of the debate, and he necessarily 
covered ground which was already more 
or less familiar to his audience, but his 
statement was none the less useful because 
it recapitulated the events immediately 
preceding the present embittered struggle, 
and thus set it in true perspective. He 
particularly reminded the House that the 
Madrid Government, though, no doubt, it 
was fairly and duly elected, had lost its 
hold over the country, and that its writ 
soon ceased to run not merely in some ol 
the provinces, but in Madrid itself. 
Spaniards who had business to do which 
required official sanction or who wished to 
dispose of their property or leave the 
country knew well that they had to satisfy 
quite unofficial, but very powerful and 
ruthless, self-appointed committees of 
Communists or Syndicalists. The legal 
administrators of justice were thrust 
aside. Impartiality and authority were 
superseded by partisan tribunals before 
whom political affinity was a crime, 
and whose sentences soon became in- 
distinguishable from wholesale massacre. 
To suppose, therefore, that this country 
should be compelled by normal interna- 
tional usage to allow help to reach the 
Government elected last February and 
should refuse all help to the hostile 
elements which reacted to it would be to 
sacrifice common-sense to a formula. 

On the other hand, the forces of 
the Right—the Church and the majority 
of the Army—were undoubtedly rebels 
against constituted authority, and it would 
have been equally improper to take sides 
with them. For these reasons the policy 
of non-intervention at once commended 
itself to British official and public opinion 
alike, and it had the supreme merit that 
it offered the best chance of preventing 
the spread of this strife of political creeds 
across the frontiers into a continent 
already torn by similar passions. 

There is, in short, no _ reasonable 
alternative to the policy of non-interven- 
tion, as most of the subsequent speakers 
in the debate admitted. The agreement 
is still workable. It must be -naintained, 


and, where ssible, improved. The 
French and British Governments are 
quite ready to examine any further 


scheme of control that may be submitted. 
No Government has withdrawn from the 
Committee. The European countries con- 
cerned with Spain are all working upon 
it and working together. No one expected 
that controversies, would not arise in it. 
It was, in fact, created to deal with them.

The principal defects of the road 
have been pointed out with clarity in your 
leading article of to-day; the traffic-on this 
road ig of such density that nothing less 
than the construction of a concrete road, 
properly banked at such sharp corners as can- 
not be removed, cxcept at undue expense, and 
Fat: oppo lit according to modern stan- 
dards, will meet.the demands of the pedes- 
trians and motor drivers. 

The sum of £20,000 will be totally inade- 
quate to deal with the work in a thorough 
and final manner; it is obvious that at a time 
when Dublin and its neighbourhood appears 
to be enjoying unequalled prosperity -a half- 
hearted tinkering job is going to be carried 
out. 

From time ,to time in the depths of the 
country, where often not a single vehicle, ex- 
cept an ass cart, may be met for ten miles 
or more, one encounters many miles of mag- 
nificent concrete road; but the Bray.road and 
the Howth road remain; as you rightly say, 
unworthy of a country village. 

Nothing will be done, however, unless an 
e.g protest is made. So it is to be 
hoped that the Tramways Company, whose 
*buses use the road so extensively ; the Auto- 
mobile Club, the Automobile: Association, and 
as many private motor lorry and motor car 
owners as ible will unite in insisting on 
this job being tackled thoroughly and on the
